In  Walnut  on  May  2-9,  10,800  meals 
were  prepared,  41  chainsaw  jobs  complet¬ 
ed  (including  blue  roofs),  with  66  showers 
and  19  loads  of  laundry  completed. 
Volunteers  in  this  effort  numbered  73. 

In  other  less-heralded  parts  of  the  state, 
damage  was  no  less  significant  The  April 
24  tornado,  which  cut  a  broad  swath 
through  the  state,  passed  through  Weir  and 
came  dose  to  Mt  Moriah  Church.

they  were  arranging  chairs, 
tables,  and  sound  equipment. 
They  had  already  moved  the 
portable  sign  out  front  show¬ 
ing  the  name  of  the  new 
church  welcoming  everybody 
to  come. 

As  I  saw  what  was  taking 
place,  I  thought  maybe  1 
would  have  time  to  go  to  that 
service  and  then  go  on  to  the 
church  where  I  was  going  to 
speak.  As  I  walked  up  to  the 
building  to  find  one  of  the 
workers  to  ask  the  time  of  the 
services,  there  were  a  couple  of 
people  out  in  the  parking  lot 
area.  When  they  saw  me  com¬ 
ing,  they  disappeared.  I  went 
inside  this  large  building 
thinking  that  I  could  find 
someone  there,  but  to  my  sur¬ 
prise,  the  closest  I  got  to  any¬ 
body  was  about  50  yards.

It  was  probably  several 
hours  before  the  services 
were  to  start  but  already  I  felt 
that  these  folks  were  not 
happy  to  see  me. 

Two  -  welcoming  new  peo¬ 
ple,  friends,  guests,  and  unbe¬ 
lievers  is  vitally  important. 
The  Bible  says  that  we  should 
be  people  of  hospitality  and  the 
pastor  should  be  a  person  gift¬ 
ed  with  hospitality.  While  we 
spend  more  time  preparing  a 
message  that  we  will  speak 
and  on  music  that  will  be  pre¬ 
sented  than  virtually  anything 
else,  more  often  than  not  peo¬ 
ple  will  not  remember  what  we 


the  atmosphere  that  made 
them  feel  at  ease  and  wel¬ 
comed  in  the  building. 

Three  -  welcoming  people 
to  onr  fellowship  is  not  fust 
the  responsibility  of  the 
preacher,  the  parking  lot 


attendants,  the  greeters,  or 
the  person  at  a  visitor’s  table. 
No,  the  responsibility  does 
not  belong/to  just  one  of  those 
but,  in  fact,  to  all  of  those  and 
everyone.  When  they  go 
away,  they  may  have  had  a 
good  experience  and  felt  wel¬ 
comed  by  everyone  but  one 
person  —  and  guess  who  they 
will  remember  in  the  days 
ahead.  They  will  remember 
the  one  from  which  they 
received  the  awkward  feeling. 

Four  -  The  Scrivture  says, 
“A  man  that  hath  friends  must 
show  himself  friendly”  (Prov. 
18:24a) L  If  a  church  is  going  to 
have  friends,  it  must  show 
itself  friendly.  For  some  this 
may  sound  rather  mundane, 
even  worldly,  and  possibly 
non-spiritual.  You  may  want 
to  excuse  yourself  ana  act  as 
though  you  are  not  a  part  of 
the  issue  because  you  have  not 
welcomed  people  or  greeted 
people  in  an  unkind  and  un¬ 
christian  way.  I'm  sorry,  but 
we  are  all  a  part  of  the  issue. 
We  all  should  step  up,  warm 
up,  and  welcome  folks  if  they 
even  look  in  the  direction  of 
our  church  facilities.  It  makes 
a  difference! 

This  Sunday  you  can  be 
that  difference.

PORT-AU-PRINCE, 
Haiti  (BP  and  local 
reports)  —  Baptist  volun¬ 
teer  Laura  Silsby  has  been 
released  by  Haitian 
authorities  after  a  court 
conviction  on  May  17. 

According  to  the 
Associated  Press,  Silsby 
was  convicted  of  arranging 
to  transport  33  children  out 
of  Haiti  in  late  January,  fol¬ 
lowing  the  Jan.  12  earth¬ 
quake  that  ravaged  the 
Silsby  Caribbean  country. 

Silsby  was  leading  a 
group  of  10  Baptist  volun¬ 
teers  who  were  detained  by  authorities  for 
allegedly  failing  to  obtain  the  needed  documenta¬ 
tion  to  transport  the  children  to  an  orphanage  that 
was  being  started  in  the  Dominican  Republic 
Silsby,  who  spent  15  full  weeks  in  prison, 
was  released  for  the  time  she  had  served.  AP 
reported,  and  was  free  to  leave  the  country. 
Eight  others  in  the  group  were  freed  without 
charges  in  mid-February  and  the  ninth  was 
released  without  charges,  in  early  March.
